The 
amendment of the claims has also overcome the art of record for rejection of claim 26 under 35 
U.S.C. 102. Neither Capecchi et al nor Kuebler et al teach a targeting vector comprising a 
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regulator sequence that encodes an element that represses expression of the positive selection 
marker as is now recited in part (d) of amended claim 1.
